NEW YORK, June 1.—(P)— 
Martin T. Manton, accused by the 
government of selling his integrity 
as the tenth-ranking member of 
the American judiciary, categori- 
cally denied today, point by point, 
prosecution testimony that had 
pictured him as the repeated re- 
cipient of bribes to influence his 
decisions on the United States cir- 
cuit court bench. 

White-haired and ruggedly se- 
vere in expression, he peered down 
through his pince-nez from the 
witness stand in his trial for con- 
spiracy and answered with a series 
of curt negatives—“No!”. . . “Cer- 
tainly I did not!”’—the_ questions 
of his counsel as to whether he had 
acted improperly. 

His major acknowledgement on 
direct examination was that he 
had obtained $25,000 in loans from 
a now defunct. Brooklyn bank 
through one of his co-defendants, 
John L. Lotsch, but this money, he 
said, was repaid and the transac- 
tions had no connection with cir- 
cuit court litigation in which 
Lotsch was interested. 

The examination took up in suc- 
cession a half-dozen specific in- 
stances in which the government

His eyes sparkling with religious 
zeal, Dr. Rushbrooke said the 
church will be strengthened only 
in the personal lives of its mem- 
bers who must dedicate them- 
selves to a new ©. ay of life. 
Problems Cited. 
Between gulps of food as he ate 
lunch on the terrace of the Bilt- 
more, the English Baptist leader 
said three vital, universal prob- 
lems will confront the approxi- 
mately 50,000 Baptists who assem- 
ble in Atlanta in July—(1) evan- 


and (3) the movement for ecclesi- 
astical fusion. 


the possibilities of personal evan- 
gelism grip him as tenaciously as 
the fogs cling to his native Lon- 
don. He is deeply concerned 
about the widespread indifference 
to religion. 

Assails Indifference. 

“You find it in all countries,” 
he said. “Men and women seem 
to have become less conscious of 
their need for the help of God 
in their everyday life. They just 
seem toleave Him out.” 

A good many, Baptists, he said, 
have lost their belief in the im- 
portance of preaching for souls. 
At the Baptist World Alliance he 
said the delegates will pool their 
experiences and try to form a plan 
that will recapture this spirit. 

As secretary of the alliance, Dr. 
Rushbrooke said one of his prin- 
cipal duties was to defend religious 
freedom before governments. 
During the past year the Baptists 
have had some trouble in 
mania and he recently had a con- 
ference with the King of that 
country in an attempt to iron out 
the difficulties. 

‘Doubts Complete Merger. 

Dr. Rushbrooke expressed the 
opinion there was little possibility 
of a merger of all churches. He 
said the Baptists were willing to 
co-operate with other denomina- 
tions to the fullest extent but did 
not-wish to lose their autonomy. 

The Baptist secretary said the 
danger of war still persists but 
explained many Europeans are 
fatalists in regard to war. He 
warned against the belief that war 
is inevitable. 

Dr. Rushbrooke, who came to 
Atlanta from Texas, where he con- 
ferred with Dr. George W. Truett, 
president of the World Alliance, 
said he left England four days 
later than the King and Queen 
and arrived two days earlier. He 
said he will remain in the United 
States until the meeting in At- 
lanta and will return to London 
some time in August.

The round of beef furnishes the 
cuts which usually are prepared as 
Swiss steaks, although thick 
steaks from the chuck or shoulder 
section of beef may be prepared in 
exactly the same way with excel- 
lent results. The illustration shows 
a half slice from the round. 

A round steak is oval in shape 
and contains a small round bone.

Georgians, Floridians Appear 
Before Group Seeking Ex- 
tension of Routes. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—(?)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Authority

In proposals sent to Moscow 
last Friday, Britain tried to get 
around this question by suggesting

The British believed other prob- 
lems to be cleared up were fairly 
simple. These include references 
in the proposals to the League of 
Nations covenant and the: Russian 
desire for more’ concrete  pro- 
visions for military consultations 
among the three powers. 

Britain already has told Russia 
the proposed pact would not be 
dependent on the League and 
Moscow’s misgivings were beliév- 
ed to have been removed. 

The next step rests with Rus- 
sia which thas not sent a formal 
reply yet to the proposals which 
Molotoff rejected informally yes- 
terday. : 
Still Hope for Accord. 

British official sources said 
hopes of an eventual agreement 
with Soviet Russia were undimin- 
ished and took the view that Rus- 
sian objections were to the form 
rather than to the content of the 
proposals. 

Foreign Secretary Viscount Hal- 
ifax returned from his Whitsun- 
tide holiday and began studying 
Molotoff’s speech.

These are actual cases and we 
are prepared to prove the truth of 
our statements to the county com- 
missioners, the grand jury or any 
interested citizen. 

Debatable Question. 


I readily recognize that the ques- 
tion of who is able to work, and 
who is not, is highly debatable. 
How sick must a person be before 
he or she is too sick to support 
a family? Any two doctors might 
have different opinions. I do not 
claim that We are infallible. With 
the mass of work we are handling 
with an insufficient staff, we are 
bound to make some mistakes and 
we welcome. any help we can get 
in. correcting them. But I do most 
earnestly submit that all of the 
circumstances ought to be consid- 
ered in connection with each case 
in order to determine whether a 
person is actually “employable” or 
merely appears to be. Hasty judg- 
ment based on superficial exami- 
nations may cause many more mis- 
takes than it corrects—and much 
more serious mistakes, especially 
if it results in‘ worthy families be- 
ing denied the relief pittance that 
is their one barrier against actual 
starvation. 

This is not a criticism of the 
honestry or fairness of the county 
coctors who made your examina- 
tions. ‘ Physicians would probably 
be the first to agree that a routine 
checkup of heart, lungs, blood 
pressure, etc., does not give full 
and complete information about a 


'person’s state of health. It is of

Anybody whose 
eyes have not been deliberately 
closed these past few years knows 
that they are here, and I say with 
all seriousness that many of them 
are already suffering from mal- 
nutrition, which is just another 
name for slow starvation. 


Says DeKalb Pays. 


There have been references in 
the papers to the number of people 
living in DeKalb county who were 
improperly receiving relief from 
Fulton county. I think the pub- 
lic should be informed that the| 
department of public welfare 
takes care of all direct relief cases 
in that part of the city of Atlanta 
situated in DeKalb county, but 
that DeKalb county reimburses 
Fulton county the full cost of all 
relief given these cases. 

What is to be done about this 
whole situation? I don’t know any 


answer except to recognize that 


they are “unemployablcs’”, which 
In actuality they are, and keep 
them on the relief roll. If the 
county commissioners order us to 
drop them from the list, of course 
we will do it, but I want it under- 
Stood ‘that the responsibility “for 
this is on the county commission- 
ers, and not on the public welfare 
department. 

In summary, out of the first 90 
cases, no irregularities of any kind 
have been found except the two 
previously mentioned, and these 
two were found and corrected by 


us before you found them. By con- |: 


trast with the scandalous picture 
that has been given the public, 
the public welfare department has 
again been proved to be doing its 
exceedingly difficult job exceed- 
ingly well. My own pride in our 
organization at 160 Pryor street 
has been increased and I hope 
that the public will give them the 
praise to which they are entitled. 
Asks Grand Jury Probe. 

I am sending a copy of this let- 
ter to the grand jury and the 
newspapers. I want the grand jury 
to investigate every statement we 
have made, and I earnestly hope 
that the newspapers will give this 
report as full publicity as they 
gave the erroneouus accusations. 
It would be really tragic if the 
unfortunate people who aré de- 
pendent on their little relief 
checks, the sick, the physically 
and mentally crippled, the widows 
with ‘young children, the’ old peo- 
ple with no children at all, should 
be made to suffer because of this 
situation. Already, within the last 
45 days, the amount of relief be- 
ing given has had to be cut more 
than one-fourth, because of the 
reduced appropriation. If any 
further cut should be made; it 
will cause widespread, actual suf- 
fering, but I am strongly hopeful 
that the conscientious, thorough 
job of the department of public 
welfare has been so completely 
demonstrated by this present in- 
vestigation that a more adequate 
appropriation will result. 

I am attaching a detailed analy- 
sis of the 90 cases already investi- 
gated. Supplementary reports of 
our check of the other cases will 
be sent you just as soon as they 
can be completed. 

I again urge that you have the

The 
check for $8 sent on May 15 
to 440 Capitol avenue was cash- 
ed at the Fulton Bakery.

3—Check reported going to 
vacant houses and vacant lots. 
There were 15 reports of this

FACTS—The county health de- 
partment copied three of these 
15 addresses incorrectly, the 
department of public welfare, in 
the process of getting out these 
lists for the county health de- 
partment also copies four ad- 
dresses incorrectly and . gave 
them incorrectly to the county 
health department. Actually, 
there is a correct address for 
each of these seven cases. Three 
others out of these 15 cases had 
the correct addresses given to 
the county officers, but they 
could not locate the clients. Our 
case workers will be glad to take 
any of the county officers or any 
members of the grand jury in- 
terested and show them the cli- 
ents at these locations.

FACTS—All relief clients before 
being accepted for regular re- 
lief are required to secure med- 
ical evidence that they are un- 
employable. The most of these 
reports are given us by Grady 
hospital and city physicians. 
Some are supplied by private 
doctors, who usually donate 
their services. We have com- 
pared the reports we have re- 
ceived from the county physi- 
cians with the reports we have 
in our records with the follow- 
irig results: :

Says It'll Quit—In Few Days

Calming those whose dreams 
have recently been troubled by 
arks, and those who have begun 
to brood over the gradual dissolu-

It has rained every day for the 
last eight days, and will probably 
rain for two or three more,- he 
said, but according to weather 
bureau records it has happened 
before with no serious conse- 


|; quences and will doubtless happen 


again. 

Those who have begun to feel 
strangely sympathetic with the 
proverbial sahib bearing the white 
man’s burden through the rainy 
season with the help of gin and 
tonic have something te back them 

, for in a mild form) the tropics 
have come to Atlanta. 

The present soggy state of af- 
fairs, according to the weather bu- 
reau, is caused by a mass of super- 
saturated air that has drifted up 
from the Gulf of Mexico, and be- 
cause the wind circulation hasn’t 
been right, is still here. , 

And with the wind still blowing 
up more humid air from the south, 
the condition is likely to continue, 
frequent showers and all, for the 
next several days. 

While the weather is swell for 
the growth of ornamental banana 
plants in front of public buildings, 
the bureau’s weekly crop sum- 
mary reported that more sunshine 
is needed in the northern part of 
the state. 

Some cotton was reported dying 
in northern counties because of 
too much rain, though chopping 
was almost completed in the south- 
ern half of the state, and had 
made fair progress in other sec- 
tions. The rain has retarded the 
growth of what corn has been 
planted, and prevented some 
farmers from planting any at all. 
On the other hand, more rain was

SENATE OKAYS BILL 
TO HIKE BOND DEBT 


Measure Raises Maximum 
That May Be Outstanding 
From 30 to 45 Billion. 


WASHINGTON, June 7—(P)— 
The senate approved today legis- 
lation increasing from $30,000,000,- 
000 to $45,000,000,000 the amount 
of government bonds which may 
be outstanding. 

Under existing law, the treasury 
can have a maximum $45,000,000,- 


000 debt, but only $30,000,000,000 
of that can be in bonds. The bill 
approved today makes no change 
in the debt maximum, but merely 
permits fhe entire debt to be in 
long-term obligations. 

The bond measure, previously 
approved by the house, now goes 
back to that chamber for action 
on a senate amendment authoriz- 
ing the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity to issue $100,000,000 in bonds. 


U. 8S. HAS ENOUGH 
CASH UNTIL FALL 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—()— 
Secretary Morgenthau, asserting 
the treasury had enough cash to 
pay federal operating expenses at 
least until fall, announced today 
that no “new money” would be 
borrowed before September. 

The usual June 15. financing 
operations, he said, will be confin- 
ed to refunding a $426,554,600 is- 
sue of 1 3-8 per cent treasury notes 
maturing September 15.

SENATE APPROVES

$305,267,000 Measure Sent 
Back to House; Pleas for 
Economy Fail. 


WASHINGTON, June 1—(?)— 
A booming chorus of senators ap- 
proved a $305,267,000 bill for 
flood control, rivers and harbors 
work and other undertakings to- 
day after shouting down pleas for

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ESCAPE APPARATUS 
UN SUNKEN THETIS 


All Hands Aboard Equipped 
With Device Similar to 
Momsen ‘Lung.’ 


LONDON, June  1.—(?)—AIll 
hands aboard the submarine Thetis 
are equipped with the Davis escape 
apparatus—similar to the Momsen 
“lung” used by United States 
submarines. 

“No more steel tombs—save 
yourselves,’ was the admonition 
given the British navy in 1934 
when the Davis apparatus was 
issued to underseas vessels. 

The “lung,” an invention for 
which credit is given to a London 
inventor, R. H. Davis, and Lieuten- 
ant C. B. Momsen, of the United 
States navy, theoretically can be 
used at eny depth. 

Apparatus Used in 1931. 

Members of a British crew util- 
ized the apparatus in 1931 when 
the submarine Poseidon sank in 
Chinese waters. Several of them, 
however, died during or after the 
ascent to the surface.

Living Examples 

The success stories of Georgia farmers estab- 
lished on their own property by government 
ald follow a generally well-defined path. All 
have been tenants or sharecroppers. They have 
seen the wastage of land, the futility of one- 
crop economy. Through little or no fault of their 
own, they had been reduced to desperation, 
skidding down a Tobacco road. 

This rural rehabilitation program has been 
in operation now for several years and to any 
who follow the progress of the new farm own- 
ers, several things are striking. 

One is that, as a group, these families are 
profiting more from their crops than the 
average farm owner. A second is that they 
approach the problem of land conservation in a 
more intelligent manner, that they are more 
awake to the need of resting the soil, rather 
than seeking to wrest its last drop of fertility 
in uneconomic crop uses. A third is that they 
have been brought to realize the value of live- 
stock as an element in their profit-and-loss 
statements. 

The story of Bernice R. Maples, of Colquitt 
county, published recently in The Constitution, 
is different only in detail from that of hun- 
dreds of other farmers who are finding a new 
security. Each of them is demonstrating the 
soundness of a program that makes landown- 
ers of hopeless tenants. But the story of 
Maples and his family is typical of a new era in 
Georgia agriculture, and it is not difficult to 
determine why the rehabilitation program 
presages new riches to the state, particularly 
in its example to other farmers. 

With between 50 and 60 acres of a 149-acre 
farm under cultivation, Mr. Maples is growing, 
or plans to grow this year, some six major 
crops. Oats, for his.mules; millet, for his hogs; 
peas, for hay; tobacco, as a cash crop; cotton, 
as a cash crop; sweet potatoes and corn for 
food and cash. In addition, there are four 
purebred sows and 20 pigs; a\poultry flock 
started with 75 hens and roosters, and un- 
counted biddies; a cow. More than these, a 
half-acre garden, for fresh vegetables and for 
canning goods, The bottom would have to drop 
out of the market for four crops in one year 
before he would be deprived of a cash income 
of moderate total. With a fair profit on each 
crop, he will be enabled to build a reserve, to 
improve his farm and his home, to pay off his 
loan. The chances are, even with agricultural 
prices in the present slough, he will receive 
more cash income than any neighbor depending 
upon one cash crop and buying food and feed 
needs in the market place. 

The economic sermon of diversification has 
been preached for many years. Perhaps these 
now numerous examples will be of more value.” 
If they are not, then many of the farm owners 
of today will be the tenants of tomorrow. 


Another Factor. 

Whatever the merits of the respective argu- 
ments for and against the establishment of a 
housing project in West End, it should be clear 
today that another factor must preclude build- 
ing in that area. That is the factor of the fam- 
ilies which would occupy the homes. Their in- 
terest has not beén made voca!, though that in- 
terest must be held paramount. 

In any housing program there must be con- 
sidered the element of human relationships and 
in slum clearance work the task of human re- 
habilitation is perhaps the greatest of all aims. 
The balance in lives between ambition, decency 
and cleanliness on the one hand and resigna- 
tion, bestiality and slovenliness on the other, 
is so finely adjusted the greatest care must be 
exercised to adjust it correctly. 

If, as it now appears certain, construction 
of the John Egan homes in West End would re- 
sult in the reception of new residents with hos- 
tility, then it would be worse than useless to 
proceed with plans for comstruction. If tne 
residents of a housing project cannot be as- 
sured of a friendly atmosphere in which they 
can grow in pride, in body and in mind, then 
the basic ideal, behind the program has been 
lost and it is useless to attempt to recapture the 
benefits of rehousing. 

Once the advantages of the Atlanta re- 
housing program have been demonstrated in 
other sections, it is probable the residents now 
protesting establishment of the homes in tne 
West End section wil] welcome a similar proj- 
ect there. It would seem desirable then that 
the project be abandoned, at least temporarily, 
on the grounds that the interest of the ulti-

urgently needed for longer runways at Candler 


field. While all citizens are fully cognizant of 
the financial stringency of both city and coun- 
ty, the imperative need of action to maintain 
Candler field as a major airport makes delay 
unthinkable. 

The factors involved in the inadequacy of 
Candler field for the large air transports re- 
peatedly have been pointed out. The additional 
facilities now sought have been long necessary. 
Provision for the work contemplated has been 
delayed until it is today inevitable the city will 
lose all it has built up over a period of years 
if action is not promptly taken. 

It should also be pointed out that the total 
value of the work at the airport will run to 


more than a quarter of a million dollars . 


through the use of available WPA assistance, 
making the contributions of city and: county 
an investment of rare return. Dependent upon 
the work is the retention of Atlanta’s status 
as a major air center in an increasingly air- 
minded hemisphere. 

The threat of the Civil Aeronautics Author- 
ity to halt the landing of large ships at the 
field is not to be taken lightly, and a standing 
once lost will only be too difficult to re-estab- 
lish. Despite all warnings, the situation has 
been allowed to become critical, and only im- 
mediate action can forestall a major loss to 
every citizen of Atlanta and Fulton county. 


Breakers Ahead? 


When the provisions.of the wage-hour law 
were being debated a year ago, it was freely 
predicted by business leaders everywhere that, 
if enacted into law, a condition of extreme 
economic uncertainty would always lie dead 
ahead. These predictions are materializing, if 
reports are to be relied upon. 

As October 24 approaches—the date set for 
reducing the work week from 44 to 42 hours 
and increasing the minimum hourly wage from 
25 to 30 cents—industry is falling into a state 
of jitters. 
long-talked-of business upturn has failed to 
materialize to the extent anticipated and the 
level of unemployment remains practically un- 
changed. 

To increase wages and, at the same time, 
reduce working hours, under the circumstances, 
would tend to unnerve almost any executive 
charged with the job of successfully operating 
an industry, for the simple reason such a pro- 
cedure would be economically unsound, Yet 
the law says it must be done. 
forced regardless of the consequences, So busi- 
ness is nervous. It has a right to be. One more 
difficulty is te be added by law to an already 
unfathomable maze of difficulties. 


Yet the most important problem facing labor 
at the present time is not whether the working 
man ought to make more per hour or ought to 
work fewer hours per week, but whether he 
works at all. The higher minimum wage scale 
may be greatly desirable. A great deal has been 
accomplished by labor in attaining it. Yet, it 
is likely to avail little in the way of earnings 
if the mechanic, the technician sor the laborer, 
who is supposed to benefit by it, sits home 
twiddling his thumbs waiting for the job which 
never turns up. 

The so-called minimum wage, even when 
and if paid, is likely to prove somewhat of a 
hoax at the expense of labor. After all, pur- 
chasing power of money is an important factor. 
Can the political or labor leader predict in what 
kind of money wages will be paid even one year 
hence? Next year’s minimum scale may not 
buy as much food and clothing as last year’s 
bottom wage. It should not be forgotten that 
the price of things the worker must buy has 
not been fixed in relation to his fixed wage. 
And this never can be unless the Constitution 
of the United States is thrown overboard and a 
totalitarian form of government substituted.

IN DEFENSE OF WPA 
(From the Spartanburg Herald) 


The storm of criticism and abuse of WPA, 
which has been noticeable in all parts of the 
nation, showed rifts in the clouds last:week when 
two investigating committees, one in New York 
city and the other in upstate New York made 
reports, both of which were strong in defense of 
the maligned department. 

The New York city committee said: “If there 
are persons who still doubt that unemployed per- 
sons want work, and want it desperately, the ex- 
perience of WPA employment in New York city 
is a complete and final answer. If anybody ques- 
tions the value of work to an unemployed man as 
against idleness, he will learn from those em- 
ployed on WPA what it means to the worker and 
his family to have a job. If anyone doubts the 
value of WPA work to the city of New York in 
terms of permanent improvements to streets, 
buildings, parks and playgrounds, he has only to 
open his eyes in almost any part of the city and 
behold a vision of transformed facilities.” 

A committee consisting of mayors, engineers, 
and state health officials investigating the service 
of WPA in upstate New York, said “the work is 
almost unanimously considered to be worthwhile 
from the standpoint of community needs and 
benefits to the needy unemployed.” Among 114 
answers to inquiries, 113 favored a work relief 
program for employable relief cases. “The com- 
mittee is of the opinion that the Works Progress 
Administration has ably taken care of the un- 


employment situation in New York state,” said 
ithe report.

essential flavor cannot be captured in a single incident, for he is a 
complex and mysterious compound, like the “five-fruit juice” that 
children used to drink on summer days. But the President is neatly 
caught, in his unfamiliar aspect of working politician, in the story 
of how Florida’s former governor, Dave Sholtz, visited the White 
H , entering like a raging lion and leaving like a gentle lamb. 

Sholtz is a big, blowsy, practical politician who ran for the sen- 
ate against Claude Pepper in the 1938 primary. Sholtz was the 
choice of Postmaster General James A. Farley; the interminably 
loquacious Pepper enjoyed the favor of-the White House. During 
the campaign, the WPA was simply an annex of the Pepper organi- 
zation, which was naturally resented by Dave Sholtz. Accordingly, 
when he was recently granted a White House appointment, he came 
to Washington intending to tell the President a thing or two. 

Telling the President a thing or two is always difficult, but 
Sholtz marchéd into the oval presidential office with his chest out, 
oozing determination at every pore. And then the President waved 
his cigaret holder and shouted cheerily, “Hello, Dave, I’m perfectly 
delighted to see you. I’ve wanted to tell you for a long time that 
I was sorry I had to do what I did to you down in Florida last 
year.” At that Sholtz crumpled. Before the conversation ended, he 
had sworn. allegiance to the President and promised (or so the 
story goes) to help deliver a New Deal delegation to the 1940 con- 
vention. 


MISQUOTING DEBORAH The anecdote not only exhibits the 
President in action. It also drama- 


tizes his increasing preoccupation with domestic politics, to which 
he is now giving the largest share of his time. The change of front 
is to be traced, no doubt, to the almost suicidal gloom of his en- 
tourage during the period this winter when he had forsaken do- 
mestic politics for foreign affairs. At any rate, the change of front 
has taken place, although, of course, foreign affairs still remain a 
foremost concern. 

As usual when tackling a fresh problem, the PHesident is full of 
an almost boyish enthusiasm. This type of enthusiasm, so often 
disconcerting to men of long experience, is extraordinarily invig- 
orating to his New Deal lieutenants. He tells them, with reference 
to the Republican national debt week, “The Lord hath delivered 
mine enemy into my hands.” And somehow the genial misquota- 
tion of the warlike Deborah inspires a happy confidence all around. 


The truth is that the New Deal- 
ers are aS merry as grigs, and 
their merriment may be taken to reflect the White House. They 
give interesting reasons for the sudden burst of optimism. 

First they say, not altogether elegantly, that “the debt issue has 
pipped out.” Their argument is that the Republicans attempted to 
dramatize it with the aforementioned national debt week only a 
short time after the deal on the farm bill money grab and only a 
few days before the vote on the Townsend plan. They claim that 
the Republicans have stultified themselves and, by stultifying them- 
selves, have deprived the economy Democrats of essential strength. 

Then they point to the general conviction that while Vice Presi- 
dent John N. Garner will present his name to the convention and 
fight the New Deal to the last, he will fail to obtain a commanding 
number of delegates. They note with delight the stories trickling 
back from Jim Farley’s transcontinental trip to the effect that, if 
the President wants a third term, Big Jim says he can have it. And 
they not only regard their own strength as growing again; they 
also think that the record of the present congress, dominated by 
opposition Democrats, has done much to hurt their enemies. 

Yet whatever their reasons, the real source of their optimism is 
the President’s return to the political fray. Once he is leading them, 
they always believe that wonders can be worked. It now remains 
to be seen whether their confidence has any sort of foundation, or 
whether it is mere mystical, unfounded faith, imbibed in the mirac- 
ulous era before the court fight. Political prediction is always 
risky, but it must be said that practical politicians do not share the 
New Dealers’ great expectations.

that it uses the very methods 
which it attributes to world-Jewry. 
It has invaded South American 
nations by the very same process 
of infiltration, colonization and 
conspiracy which the Nazis at- 
tribute to their favorite enemy.

A DAFFY COUNTRY It is no wonder the peoples of Europe 
think we are a daffy country and a 
daffy people. . 

We are paying Moseley $6,000 a year as an ex-general, and yet 
we permit him to go around making speeches in favor of the 
German bund and attacking perfectly good American citizens. 

In no other country could that happen. In fact, in no other 
country could we have the sideshow that’s going on in Washington. 
That’s why, I believe, we don’t have what they do in the other 
countries. We have the sideshow. And I always have been in 
favor of putting it all in the paper but you can’t blame other na- 
tions if they don’t understand us. 

Moseley is vitriolic in his attacks on the administration and that 
puzzles other nations too. He does that and yet the government 
pays him $6,000 a year. We let Fritz Kuhn and all his ilk talk 
and hold meetings and attack the government and our President. 

They did jerk Fritz to jail when the district attorney, Tom 
Dewey, “the Gang Buster,” called him a “common thief,” but he is 
out on bail. 

I am not angry with our general. Perhaps it’s best they retired 
him before we had a war because any fellow that’s scared of a glass 
of water wouldn’t make me feel any too good in war. But I’m 
not angry. I think he is just getting along in years and he is ex- 
cited and scared and having a fine time getting his name in the 
papers. The general won’t hurt anyone. 


I WANT PROTECTION The general and the “White Ca- 
mellia” man and all the others want 
“to protect us from Communism.” 

That’s all right, but who is going to protect American people 
from the brand of government Moseley and the others like him 
want to impose? It’s just as bad as Communism. 

Moseley thinks perhaps we had best abolish all our courts and 
substitute military courts. 

Jefferson and Jackson would have loved that. 

The American people ought to learn to be wary of those who 
want to “save” them from Communism if that saving means the im- 
position of a system of government just as bad. 

I detest, equally, Communism and Fascism with their courts and 
all justice under the will of one man; with the government and all 
its functions in the hands of one man. 

I’d feel better if the boys who speak against Communism also 
would belabor Fascism. They don’t. That which they would em- 
ploy to “save us” would be as bad. 

The American people have got too much good, hard, common 
sense to accept either of those doctrines. 

The way to make this a happy country is to make it a pros- 
perous country with jobs for people who want them. We must find 


some manner in which to employ the 11,000,000 out of work. They 


can’t be happy and they can’t be fed with a speech about the great- 


ness of this country. 
The American people can save themselves with the weapon of 

Jefferson and Jackson.

Some years ago, before relief began, a foreman in charge of an 
Italian ditching crew miscalculated: their energy and finished the 
day’s stint an hour before quitting time. — 

Being a martinet without consideration for man’s dignity, he told 
the men to finish the day by digging a useless hole and then refilling 
it. They obeyed orders, but they no longer sang or.made jokes. 
They were sullen and shamed, for what had been respectable work 
had now become degrading toil. 

The difference between work and play is in the spirit. One is 
exhausting and the other exhilarating, and mental attitude alone 
makes one toil and the other a tonic. 

The connection between mind and muscle is much closer than 
we realize. Only when they work together in rhythm and harmony 
is there joy in effort. 

This partnership of the physical and the spiritual] is so close 
that an emotion can be developed artificially by making the physical 
movements that usually accompany it. Uneasiness can be changed 
to terror by running. Struggling with an adversary in play can 
develop wrath. Even love can be developed, as Bobby Burns 
learned by experience, by acting the part of a lover. 

Harmony between the physical and spiritual is so normal and 
natural and necessary that one attempts to adjust itself to the other. 

To go against nature, in this as in other matters, is to invite 
trouble. + 

Even the good of exercise is nullified unless it is done i eas- 
ure and without compulsion. Exercising as a matter of d gives 
some benefit, of course, but any obligation interferes with complete 
freedom and therefore we instinctively rebel against it. We can 
force ourselves to be dutiful, but force isn’t co-operation and the 
benefit of harmony is lost. There is no fun in it. 

Experts in occupational therapy have learned by experience that 
enforced exercise doesn’t work. A patient trying to recover the 
use of a leg or stretch an arm may get some good from dutiful 
exercise, but the benefit is doubled when the same exercise is done 
without thinking as part of a game or job that is congenial and 
fascinating. The body simply clicks better when the mind is having 
a good time. : 

What is true of exercise is doubly true of work. Work that is 
disliked is doubly hard, and if hateful enough can break a man in 
body and mind.

Council Group Suggests 
10-Year ‘Baby Bonds’ So 
Property Owners Can 
Construct’ Their Own. 


No more new streets are going 
to be built by the city of Atlanta 
but a 10-year “baby bond” plan 
whereby property owners. can 
build. their own streets has been 
worked out by the council public 
works committee, . Councilman 
George B. Lyle, chairman, an- 
nounced yesterday. : 

Lyle said the finance committee 
had informed him and the public 
works committee that no funds 
for matching WPA money for 
street construction could be ob- 
tained and that the $27,000 ap- 
propriated to the construction de- 
partment is for street repairs, not 
new construction. 

No New Streets. 
r “In view of this, we are letting 
the public know that we are not 
going to build any more new 
streets,” the chairman asserted. 

“We have only $4,500 for each 
of the six wards and it will take 
that much and more to properly 
repair the streets which were bad- 
ly damaged during the hard win- 
ters we have had the past few 
years. The streets are collapsing 
as the result of the big freeze a 
few yéars ago. 

“However, many new commu- 
nities are being developed within 
the city limits and we have been 
having constant demands for the 
construction of new streets. 

Outline Plan. 

“People are buying houses on 
unpaved streets and are expecting 
to have them paved. 

“We have worked out a baby 
bond plan whereby they can pave 
their streets with cement for about 
$20 a year for each 50 feet over a 
period of 10 years, or they can 
select Macadam surfacing which 
will cost only $10 per year for the 
same frontage,” Lyle said. 

He pointed out it is necessary 
for 52 per cent of the property 
owners on each block to sign a 
petition authorizing issuance of the 
baby bonds.

Hailey Makes Statement : 


as Council Committee 
Orders That 20 County 
Patients Be Removed. 


A claim that Battle Hill sanitar- 
ium is keeping patients who have 
no chance to be cured to the ex- 
clusion of younger tuberculosis vic- 
tims who could be cured was made 


yesterday by County Commission- | 


er Gloer Hailey, following an or- 
der issued by the city council hos- 
pital committee to “reduce the 
number of county patients from 41 
to 21.” 

The city order directed Dr. J. H. 
Bradfield, hospital superintendent, 
to notify 20 patients who are resi- 
dents of the county to leave be- 
cause Fulton county has appropri- 
ated only $12,200 aid:for Battle 
Hill for the year. 

“Boarding House.” 

Councilman Frank Wilson, chair- 
man of the group which includes 
Mayor Hartsfield, asserted that the 
county should pay $7,500 addi- 
tional to cover the cost of treating 
county-resident patien 

“Battle Hill has bedome a sort 
of boarding house for tuberculosis 
patients,” Hailey declared. “The 
city authorities won’t move the old 
patients out because they fear pub- 
lic: reprisals. That’s the reason why 
they won’t move them out to make 
room for persons they can cure.” 

Hailey “deplored” the action of 
the city in ordering county patients 
removed from the hospital and 
predicted that “after consideration, 
the patients will not be kicked 
out.” He said the commissioners 
will take the matter up at the next 
meeting. : 

“In 1938, Fulton county gave to 
Battle Hill $2,566, whereas the cost 
of the county patients in 1938 was 
$24,396, leaving a balance of $21,- 
839 to the city,” the city commit- 
tee’s letter to Dr. Bradfield read. 

To Notify Patients. 

The superintendent was instruct- 
ed to notify each patient why he 
was being ordered out. 

Dr. Bradfield said yesterday aft- 
ernoon he is going tod obtain “more 
data” before the 20 county patients 
are moved out. “I can’t just walk 
in and yank them out of bed,” he 
said. 

The doctor asserted he has a 
waiting list of scores of county res- 
idents seeking admittance to the 
hospital. 

In the face of the committee or- 
der, Dr. Bradfield said no more 
county patients can be admitted to 
the hospital. 

Mayor Hartsfield commented 
that the city has been putting up 
the money to pay for county pa- 
tients for many years and that 
“this is the only thing we can do.” 

Hailey “Surprised.” 

Chairman Wilson asserted that 
the city should actually reduce the 
number of county patients to 14 
for the year on the basis of the 
county appropriation. Dr. Brad- 
field said it costs $1.58 per day 
per patient at the institution. 

Hailey, who is chairman of the 
alms and juvenile committee of 
the county commissioners, under 
whose committee the hospital mat- 
ter comes, said he was “surprised” 
and shocked by the order to move 
the county patients. 

“Why, this year we are giving 
the hospital four times as much as 
was given last year,” he said, “I 
am confident that the commission 
can not give any more.” 

Frank Fling, clerk of the county 
commission, said the commission- 
ers had not been officially notified 
of the order. Ed Almand, chair- 
man of the commission, could not 
be reached yesterday.

LAWMAKERS OPEN 
COAST VISIT TODAY 


Meanwhile, Head Declares 
Sales Tax Drafted at 
Legislators’ Request. 


By The Associated Press. 
“Pleasure” overshadowed “poli- 
tics” as the pass word to the 
Georgia legislature’s week-end 
jaunt to Brunswick today as the 


administration issued a second de- 
nial of any plan to oe for 
sales tax pledges at the ‘Seaside 
shindig. 

Upon the eve of the three-day 
informal session in Glynn county, 
Revenue Commissioner Head as- 
serted neither he nor any employe 
was “undertaking to -vinfluence 
legislative action” upon taxation 
and said he drafted a three per 
cent sales tax at the request of 
several legislators. 

Edwards Promises Fight. 

“In doing our duty in the prep- 
aration of a sales tax measure, the 
presumption is not authorized that 
the idea originated with me as 
the commissioner or any employe 
of this department,” he added. 

In a broadside from Valdosta, 
Representative H. B. Edwards said 
if a sales tax campaign started at 
Brunswick he would fight it as 
vehemently as he did the recent 
legislative session. 

A few hours later, Governor 
Rivers told reporters at the capi- 
tol he was going to Brunswick 
purely on a social jaunt and de- 
nied that he or any administration 
official would broach assembly- 
men on the sales tax. He said he 
had not put his approval on the 
bill drawn by head. 

Hospitable Brunswick. 

Invitations to the legislature to 
the pleasure week end announced: 
“You can have anything Bruns- 
wick can provide except politics 
and speeches.” 

While nobody doubted that the

Medical Examinations of Parents 


Urged To Protect Child’s Health 


Pediatrics Academy Hears Report on Contact Infections; 
Examiners Are Told To Look Especially for 


Tuberculosis 


NEW YORK, June 1—(?)— 
Parents and all others who habit- 
ually come 
children should be examined med- 


ically to make sure they are not 
dangerous to health of the chil- 
dren, the American Academy of 
Pediatrics was told today. 

The examiners’ should look 
especially for tuberculosis and 
syphilis, said a report by the 
academy’s committee on contact 
infections, read by its chairman, 
Dr. Fairfax Hall, of New Rochelle, 
NN. de 

In Westchester county, New 
York, Dr. Hall said 25 per cent of 
the school children show evidences 
of tuberculosis, but the average 
for the nation may be higher. The 
report estimated that of 800,000 
school teachers in the United 
States 18,000 have tuberculosis. 

He said tuberculosis is far more 
widespread among children than 
syphilis, but that there is real dan- 
ger of a comparatively small num- 
ber of children getting the latter 
disease from adults in the infec- 
tious stage.

Evidence that babies get in av- 
erage diets 12 times more vitamin 
A than the minimum needed for 
health was presented by J. M. 
Lewis, M. D., and C. Haig, Ph.D., 
of New York University and Co- 
lumbia University. 

They reported a new vitamin A 
test which can be made on infants 
a month and a half old. In a room 
so dark the observer can scarcely 
distinguish the baby’s face, a strip 
of radium-painted material is held 
about three inches above the in- 
fant’s eyes and moved from side 
to side, over a 180-degree span. 

If the child sees the bright ob- 
ject, his head turns, following the 
movement of the strip. In this way 
“night blindness” can be detected 
in baby eyes. Night blindness is 
the inability to see in faint twi- 
light. 

Feeding vitamin A relieved this 
kind of blindness in infants. But 
no baby had to have more than 135 
to 200 vitamin A units per 25 kilos 
body weight daily to cure night 
blindness. This amount of vitamin, 
the report said, is one-twelfth that 
of average infant diets.

Reports on Georgia, Caro- 
linas, Florida. 


WASHINGTON, June 1—(7)— 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice officials reported today cases 
of infantile paralysis in four south- 
ern states were decreasing. 

Service files disclosed the fol- 
lowing records for North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia and Flor- 
ida:

22 cases. The figures represented 
new cases and were not cumula- 
tive.

North Carolina: May 6—one 
case; May 13—one case; May 20— 
one case; May 27—no cases.

Florida: May 6—three cases; 
May 13—six cases; May 20—one 
case; May 27—one case. 

For the United States the dis- 
ease declined in the last two 
weeks: May 20—43 cases and May

won't be the first object the eye 
falls on when entering the room. 
And have the spread in fhe same 
tone value as either the floor or 


cross, the answer is a slip cover 
for head and foot boards—in fact 
maybe that’s the best way to deal 
with any problem bed. 


And consider the matter of 
bringing the bed into the archi- 
tectural design of the room, by an 
alcove, if possible—achieve it by 
book shelves at either side which 
can “face” either the bedroom 
involved or an adjoining room. Or 
create the effect of an alcove by 
using a pagel or border of wall 
paper. A draped wall canopy is 
another effective way to bring the 
bed into the design of the room 
—consider the use of informal 
fabrics for such a canopy. And 
don’t, if you can help it, have the 
bed face the windows. ‘"

Without moving the 
hips or legs, twist at the waist and 
try to touch the right elbow to the 
left. Bring the right elbow down, 
keeping the left elbow on the floor. 

In all these exercises, the object 
is to concentrate the movement as 
much as possib] in the area which 
you want to slim down, not to 
race through a set of exercises.

I am not sure that men past 
30 are less likely to acquire cor- 
porations than are women past 30.

Answer—Thank you. The “anti- 
gray hair” factor in vitamin B- 
complex is so-called because it 
seems to prevent the hair of ani- 
mals from turning gray as they 
age. Whether it has such effect on 
human hair remains for thousands 
of human guinea pigs to tell us. 
The difficulty is to get people to 
take the vitamin B complex in 
sufficient quantity every day for 
a sufficient period to test the mat- 
ter fairly—your plan is the most 
practical, that is, keep the vitamin 
supplement on or near the break- 
fast table and have it designated 
required eating daily.

NEW YORK, June 1.—The St. 
Louis Cardinals got away to a 
galloping start in the National 
league race this season, and al- 
though fine pitching is given due

“It’s Jimmy Brown,” said Out- 
fielder Terry Moore today as he 
gently caressed a still ballooned 
ankle in a hotel lobby.

He’s at the spot he 
likes, shortstop, and with Stu 
Martin playing a fine game at 
second the combination is click- 
ing.” 

Brown—a modest, handsome 
youth—disclaims any credit. He 
is free of arm trouble for the first 
time in years, which undoubtedly 
has much to do with his improve- 
ment. He always had a tenden- 
cy to throw too fast too early at 
spring camp. This year he was 
told to take it easy, to count three 
every time he got the ball before 
he threw. As a result he can rifle 
them from deep short to first 
without a twinge. 

He is one of the few switch hit- 
ters in the majors, and this qual- 
ity was acquired. Southpaws were 
curving him to death, so in the 
middle of a game he decided to 
switch over, figuring he had noth- 
ing to lose. He told his manager 
what he was going to do. 

CLOUTS DOUBLE. 

“Sure, go ahead,” said the boss, 
and Brown proceeded to blast a 
double against the right field wall.
